Mr„  Chairman*  Ladies  and  Gentlemen* 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1964° 

During  the  year  there  were  88  births  including  5  illegiti¬ 
mate  birthSo  This  is  less  than  in  1963  when  there  were  118 
birthSo  The  Standardised  Birth  Rate  for  comparison  with  the 
rest  of  the  country  is  21  O027  per  1  *000  estimated  population 
This  is  higher  than  the  figure  for  the  rest  of  the  Country* 
which  is  18o4  births  per  1*000  estimated  population  This 
figure  for  the  whole  country  is  the  highest  since  1947° 

Deaths  during  1964  numbered  80*  giving  a  death  rate  of 
14° 8  per  1*000  estimated  population*,  When  standardised  the 
figure  become  10. 65°  The  number  of  deaths  for  England  and 
Wales  as  a  whole  was  11.3  per  1*000  estimated  population 
2  infants  died  under  the  age  of  1  week. 

The  various  causes  of  deaths  is  given  in  the  Table. 

These  were  much  the  same  as  last  yean  Again  there  were  no 
deaths  from  Infectious  Diseases  including  Tuberculosis  and 
no  deaths  attributable  to  childbirth.  Medical  attention 
during  pregnancy  has  done  much  to  reduce  mortality  by  the 
early  detection  and  treatment  of  conditions  which  might  prove 
dangerous  to  the  mother  during  her  pregnancy#  We  have  today 
more  knowledge  of  defects  and  diseases  which  at  one  time 
proved  fatal  to  newborn  babies  and  many  of  these  lives  are 
now  saved  by  prompt  and  adequate  treatment . 

Malignant  Disease  accounted  for  9  deaths  as  compared  with 
14  in  1963°  Of  these  9  cases*  3  were  due  to  cancer  of  the 
lungs. 


There  were  2o  cases  of  Heart  Disease  and  1 8  of  these 


deaths  were  due  to  Coronary  Disease 
the  highest  number  of  deaths  and  is 
diseases  of  our  time*  A  variety  of 
such  as  stress  of  modern  living  and 
yet  no  definite  conclusion  has  been 
agent  responsible. 


This  disease  caused 
one  of  the  major  killing 
causes  has  been  put  forward 
dietary  causes*  but  as 
reached  as  to  the  actual 


Deaths  due  to  suicide  doubled  during  the  year  to  6  cases* 

This  is  a  somewhat  high  proportion  out  of  a  total  of  80  deaths* 
Motor  Vehicle  Accidents  continue  to  take  their  toll*  there  being 
2  deaths  in  1964  due  to  this  cause*  The  lives  of  many  children 
are  needlessly  wasted  through  this  cause  and  the  importance  of 
instruction  in  Road  Safety  cannot  be  too  highly  .emphasised*  .  In 
many  schools  in  the  country  instruction  is  given  in  road  Drill, 
Care  and  Maintenance  of  Bicycles  and  Knowledge  of  the  Highway 
Code*  "Tufty  Clubs"  help  to  instruct  children  in  the  need  for 
care  when  out  of  doors*  Unfortunately  a  moment’s  carelessness 
can  have  disastrous  results*  Care  by  both  drivers  and  pedestrians 
is  essential  if  the  number  of  accidents  is  to  be  reduced* 

Bronchitis  caused  4  deaths*  This  is  a  disease  which  is 
responsible  for  the  loss  of  millions  of  working  days  throughout 
the  year*  It  affects  men  particularly  and  those  who  are 
growing  old*  It  is  a  disease  closely  associated  with  Cigarette 
smoking  and  with  Dirty  Air*  It  is  more  prevalent  in  industrial 
cities  where  there  is  a  greater  concentration  of  smoke  and 
chemical  fumes*  Rural  districts  with  a  purer  atmosphere  are 
less  affected*  .Smokeless  zones  have  been  declared  in  many 
cities  and  this  should  help  to  reduce  the  incidence  of  the  disease* 
Certain  climatic  conditions  can  result  in  the  persistence  of 
a  mixture  of  fog  and  chemical  fumes,  often  for  several  days  at 
a  time,  which  can  be  fatal  to  bronchitics*  Bronchitis  is  a 
severe  handicap  as  it?s  victims  are  frequently  incapable  of  severe 
exertion  and  may  need  light  employment  which  is  not  always 
available  where  they  work*  It  will  be  many  years  before  the 
problem  of  Air  Pollution  is  solved  and  the  handicap  of  the 
bronchitic  lessened*  It  is  a  disease  so  common  in  this  country 
that  it  is  nicknamed  the  "English  Disease"* 


I  should  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the 
Committee  for  their  interest  and  co-operation  in  the  work  of 
the  Health  Department  during  the  past  year*  Mr* Long,  the 
Public  Health  Inspector,  and  the  members  of  the  Health 
Department  have  rendered  valuable  help  for  which  I  am  most 
grateful*

School  Medical  Inspections 


During  a  child ?s  life  at  school  several  medical  examinations 
are  given?  and  immunisation  care  be  brought  up  to  datec  The 
first  examination  takes  glace  shortly  after  the  child  enters  the 
infant  departmento  It  is  most  desirable  that  the  parent  should 
be  present  so  that  the  doctor  can  find  out  about  the  child ’s 
previous  health  and  illnesses?  and  to  discuss  with  the  parent 
any  problems  that  might  have  arisen*.  Some  defects  that  have 
escaped  a  parent’s  notice  can  be  given  treatment*  Starting  school 
can  often  cause  a.  x^sycho  logical  upset  due  to  separation  from  the 
mother  and  the  doctor  and  Health  Visitor  can  be  helpful  in  advising 
on  this  matter* 


When  defects  are  discovered  they  are  noted  on  the  medical 
card  and  at  the  next  doctor’s  visit  the  child  can  be  seen  again 
and  any  change  of  the  circumstances  dealt  with*  Children  are- 
asked  to  attend  the  clinic  if  a  more  detailed  examination  is  required, 
Close  co-operation  is  maintained  with  General  Practitioners  and 
no  treatment  is  undertaken  without  consulting  the  child’s  own  doctor

Head  teachers  are  requested  to  present  children  for  examination 
if  they  are  at  all  doubtful  about  the  child* s  health.  Special 
intelligence  examinations  aie  carried  out  when  it  is  suspected 
that  the  child  might  be  backward  and  if  found  necessary  special 
tuition  can  be  arranged  either'  in  their  own  school,  or  in  a  school 
designed  specially  for  such  children . 


Protection  against  Tuberculosis  is  given  to  children  at 
the  school  who  have  reached  the  age  of  13  years*.  The  response 
to  invitations  for  this  form  of  immunisation  is  very  good. 


Children  over  the  age  of  13  years  are  allowed  to  be  employed 
during  the  school  holidays  and  before  school  begins.  The  hours 
of  employment  are  limited  and  a  medical  examination  is  required 
to  ensure  that  their  health  will  not  be  endangered  by  such  employ¬ 
ment  o

Wa  ter  Supplies 


Samples  of  water  supplied  to  the  district  are  regularly 
submitted  for  chemical  and  bacteriological  examination.  These 
have  been  very  satisfactory.  The  majority  of  houses  are  supplied 
by  ‘Public  Mains.  Being  a  seaside  holiday  resort  the  population 
of  the  district  increases  considerably  during  the  summer  months 
and  an  adequate  supply  of  water  is  essential  for  domestic  and 
drinking  purposes.  Constance  vigilance  is  needed  to  ensure 
that  the  suprjly  is  wholesome,  and  that  adequate  reserves  are 
available  to  cope  with  a  sudden  heavy  demand  for  water. 


Sewerage 

There  are  still  a  number  of  houses  with  pail  closets  in 
the  districts.  This  is  a  most  unsatisfactory  and  unhygienic 
method  of  sewage  disposal.  It  is  hoped  that  the  majority 
of  these  houses  will  bo  connected  to  sewers  before  many  years 
pass.  The  new  sewage  works  will  be  capable  of  dealing  with  the 
sewage  of  the  district  which  increases  considerably  during  the 


ho 1 i day  s  e  a  s  o  n 


The  provision  of  adequate  Public  Conveniences  is  essential 
in  a  holiday  resort.  Facilities  should  be  provided  for  washing 
the  hands  and  these  basins  should  be  sufficient  in  number  as  few 
people  will  be  willing  to  queue  for  this  purpose.  It  has  been 
found  that  more  people  will  wash  their  hands  in  a  modern  well 
equipped  convenience  than  in  an  old  unhygienic  one.  This  service 


should  be  free  of  charge  if  adequate  results  are  desired.  Paper 
towels  are  probably  the  most  satisfactory  way  of  drying  the  hands 
One  large  supervised  convenience  is  probably  better  than  a  few 
smaller  unsupervised  ones,  to  avoid  vandalism  and  misuse.

DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT 


Regular  and  constant  attention  is  paid  to  the  destruction 
of  rats  and  mice.  This  year  more  treatments  and  visits  have 
been  made  than  last  year  hut  the  infestations  have  been 
very  much  smaller.  The  co-operation  of  members  of  the  Council 
and  the  public  in  reporting  any  known  or  suspected  infestation 
has  been  very  much  appreciated  and  has  enabled  us  to  locate 
the  small  infestations  more  quickly  than  by  survey.  However, 

I  do  feel  that  the  time  spent  in  surveying  the  area  is  one 
of  the  majoi  factors  in  rodent  control. 

The  introduction  of  modern  poison  and  modern  methods 
of  control  is  undoubtedly  reducing  the  rat  population.  It 
may  be  that  in  future  years  the  common  rat  may  become  extinct 
in  this  County.

etco,  21  controlled  tenants  and  12  owner  occupiers*  Re¬ 
viewing  the  position  it  was  found  that  very  few  really  genuine 
cases  are  waiting  more  than  a  year  for  accommodation*  We 
have  317  houses  and  flats  and  with  an  annual  re-letting  of 
23  to  35  properties  the  Housing  Committee  felt  that  the 
time  was  not  opportune  for  the  building  of  more  houses, 
particularly  in  view  of  the  monetary  situation*
